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Filled; Program 
Evaluation Due

The School Committee voted in favor 
of Mary French’s election to Pupil Per- 
sonnel Administrator at their Tuesday 
night meeting. The vote was unanimous, 
with Committeeman Donald Robb ab- 
sent. 

At the outset of the discussion of Chap- 
ter 766, Mary French made a presenta- 
tion to the committee and concerned 
parents. Committee member David 
Birnbach had requested information re- 
garding the process by which parents 
who have individual problems with their 
child’s program or where the program is 
given, may have their concerns ad- 
dressed. 

French not only presented this infor- 
mation, which included mediation and 
appeals processes, but also included an 
explanation of the the inter-agency reso- 
lution process, by which various agen- 
cies involved with financing a program 
may have their differences of opinion 
solved. ” 

According to French, some cases may 
take up to six weeks to settle, because of 
a vast caseload mediators often carry. 
She also commented that she agreed 
with Birnbach that some children get 
caught up in the process, and the state’s 
Office for Children can deem some situa- 
tions ‘“‘emergency cases.”’ 

Until last year, Chapter 766 was in vio- 
lation of Federal regulations, in that it 
required parents to at least participate 
in the mediation phase which consists of 
a meeting with the school team, before 
moving into the hearing process. French 
commented that it has since been 
changed to coincide with federal require- 
ments, and that parents may choose to 
go directly into the hearing process at 
any time. 

When the presentation was completed, 
Committeeman Richard Neal presented 
a motion to completely evaluate Chapter 
766 programs and processes in Andover.

This would be done by a group appointed 
by the committee that would include two 
members of the school committee, two 
members of the school administration, 
two parents of children involved in the 
program and one uninvolved person cho- 
sen by the other six. This evaluation 
would be expected to be complete in 
June. 

Neal stressed that the evaluation was 
not simply to find problems with the pro- 
gram. He requested information regard- 
ing possible future programs, good 
programs that should be reinforced, 
compliance with regulations, interrac- 
tion. with other agencies in the state, and 
proposed program improvements 

Susan Poore, another committee mem- 
ber, commented that although this pro- 
posed group would not have the 
responsibility of settling individual's 
problems with the program, that general 
concerns should be put in writing for the 
group, thus giving them some guidance 
in finding out where some problems may 
be found.

Phillips Academy began its 209th academic 
year last week with 72 new local boys and girls 
matriculating as day students among an inter- 
national student body of 1,214. Thanks to an in- 
creased financial aid budget, the school’s 
admission office was able to select 445 new stu- 
dents from more than 2,700 applications without 
reference to the family’s financial status. As 
part of the orientation for new students, Head- 
master Donald W. McNemar welcomed each 
one personally. 

Forth-eight new students from Andover join 
other day students from the towns of North And- 
over, Lawrence, Methuen and North Reading. 

This year’s new students include five from the 
People’s Republic of China, Andover’s first 
black student from South Africa and representa- 
tives of 17 other countries. 

In keeping with Andover’s mission to be an 
international school, this summer officials at the 
academy signed the first high school student ex- 
change agreement to exist between the United 
States and the Soviet Union. Phillips has been 
paired with the Novosibirsk Physics-Mathemat- 
ics school, an academy in Siberia specializing in 
the maths and sciences. The exchange will in- 
volve up to ten students to arrive a year from 
now and representatives of the two schools will 
visit this coming winter to iron out a few re- 
maining details.

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High School Marching Bands 
To Compete At Lovely Field 


Jazz, show tunes, old standards and classics, marches 
and a touch of rock and roll—local residents will hear all 
these, and catch some fancy footwork as well, on Oct. 5, 
when high school marching bands take the field for And- 
over High School’s annual band competition. The contest 
will take place at 1 p.m. Sunday on Lovely Field at And- 
over High School, and will be co-sponsored by the band 
association of Haverhill High School. 

Contestants will compete against their peers in four 
size-<determined divisions. According to Bob Mirisola, 
president of the parent-based Andover Band Association, 
17 bands from schools as close as Lawrence, Methuen and 
North Reading, and as far as Dartmouth, Mass., will be 
represented. . 

‘‘We know how long and hard the kids work during the 
competition season,’’ said Mirisola. ‘‘We’re all looking 
forward to hosting this competition; we’ve been working 


on it since last May. It will reflect a positive image for the 
town of Andover.” 

This year, the Andover High School Marching Band 
boasts 35 players and an 1l-member color guard—num- 
bers which place it, once again, in Division I, the desig- 
nation for the smallest bands. Director Marc Keroack 
voiced optimism about the level at which his organization 
will be performing this year. ‘‘I feel we’re going to do real 
well this year,’’ he said. ‘‘We have a better balance, in- 
strumentally, than we had last year.”’ 

The Oct. 5 competition is open to the general public. 
Tickets can be obtained through band members and par- 
ents, or purchased at the gate on the day of the contest. 
Adult admission is $3; admission for children is set at $2. 
Proceeds will be used by the Band Association to help 
defray the cost of instrumental music, band equipment, 
awards, and some of the organization’s transportation. 


Northern Essex Enrollment Up 


Northern Essex Community College’s enrollment has 
increased by about 3 percent for the third consecutive 
year to seven thousand nine hundred. 

The Merrimack Valley community college’s enrollment 
is expected to reach 8,800 by the end of the term when 
late-starting and off-term courses are counted, for an 
overall increase of about 6 percent compared to last year. 
College enrollments have been expected to decline during 
this ten-year period due to the declining numbers of high 
school graduates 

President John Dimitry says, ‘‘Our steady enrollment 
picture is evidence that we have the programs that meet 
the needs of students in the Merrimack Valley, not just 
students who are recent high school graduates, but older 
students who want to begin or return to post-secondary 
education, workers who want to upgrade their skills and 
non-English speaking persons who want to get into the 
mainstream of job advancement.’’ The college has stu- 
dents from throughout the Merrimack Valley from Lowell 


to Newburyport and as far south as Reading. Programs 
are offered in Haverhill, in extension centers in Andover, 
Lawrence, Dracut and Newburyport, and in several indus- 
trial locations. 

Norman Landry, dean of students, attributes the 
healthy enrollment to ‘‘a solid, traditional selection of 
transfer and occupational programs; special intensive 
training programs that begin throughout the year, goo” 
exposure of our programs through the newspapers, a mail 
brochure and word-of-mouth, plenty of financial aid, ex- 
cellent assessment and advising services and quick, no- 
hassle turnaround on admissions and registration.” Col- 
lege officials feel that more students realize the economic 
advantages of attending the first few years of college 
close to home, then transfering to a four-year college. 
Most of the college’s transfer students eventually transfer 
to such institutions as the University of Lowell, Salem 
State College, Merrimack College and the University of 
Massachusetts at Amherst and Boston.

It was a castle on the moor, its pinnacles pok- 
ing up into the wooly mist.

ing her off in dainty dresses anymore,”’ said one 
mother to another, nodding toward the impres- 
sive wooden structure. 

It was after nine; slowly they drifted toward 
the bright construction-paper chains that sepa- 
rated the playground from the school. 

The children spilled out of the school and onto 
the front apron. Principal Iora Alexander took 
the microphone and led them in saluting the 
flag, which hung muffled by the mist above their 
heads. 

Then she announced the opening of the project 
that a thousand pairs of volunteer hands had 
built—‘‘a playground,” she said, “‘designed by 
the children of Bancroft and built by their par- 
ents and friends for them in a true example of 
community spirit.’’ 

Cheers. Balloons rose and dissolved into the 
overhanging greyness. 

Alexander told the assembled school children 
that, today, they would be using the playground 
in shifts, as they had helped build it. And oh, 
yes—each child would be given a piece of sand- 
paper to take with him or her, ‘“‘to smooth out 
any rough edges you might find.” 

Then the day’s V.I.P.s—John LaVoie, head of 
the volunteer detail and instructor of carpentry 
at the Greater Lawrence Vocational Technical 
Institute; Adrianne Pappadopoulos, the fifth- 
grade student who designed the project’s drag- 
on-on-a-slide logo, and John Leonard, the sixth- 
grade special needs student who named the 
complex—scissored the paper chains. 

The Dragon’s Lair was open. 

This ceremony, marking the official beginning 
of the playground, also marked the end of a sev- 
en-month frenzy of fundraising, planning and 
building for a handful of dedicated parent volun- 
teers. “It’s like the birth of a child for some of 
us,” said childcare co-ordinator Nancy Scalio- 
tis, whose little charges pasted together the pa- 
per chains while their parents worked. “Seven 
months of blood, sweat and tears.”’ 

The Dragon’s Lair began, simply enough, with 
a Suggestion from a student. 

Last year, Massachusetts schools received 
funding for non-budgeted ‘improvement pro- 


jects”’ from the state under legislation entitled 
Chapter 188. At Bancroft, Principal Alexander 
surveyed parents, seeking their opinions about 
where the money could best be spent. Many re- 
sponded that they felt that the playground was 
inadequate and less than safe. 


Alexander then sought suggestions for im- 
proving Bancroft’s play equipment. A new fifth- 
grade student, Ashley Forget, showed the prin- 
cipal photos of the playground at her old Virgin- 
ia school. It was a volunteer-built project 
designed by one Robert Leathers of Ithaca, N.Y. 

Alexander was intrigued. 

Forget presented her ideas to the school’s 
“School Improvement Committee,’’ who agreed 
to commission a feasibility study for a similar 
playground at Bancroft. 

Alexander contacted Leathers. He came to 
Andover and spoke with students from each 
class at Bancroft in late February; from their 
suggestions, he drew up a preliminary design 
for what young John Leonard was soon to name 
“‘The Dragon’s Lair.” Then he met with the par- 
ents and explained the logistics of the project. 

In order to make a project worth starting, 
Leathers required that he have more than one

playground in the area in production at the 
same time. Conditions were favorable for And- 
over; there were two other such projects slated 
for eastern Massachusetts during the early 
fall—one in Sudbury, and another in West Rox- 
bury. 

The Andover School Committee approved the 
concept of the playground in late March. Project 
co-ordinators (and parents) Peter Prudden and 
Luke Pfeifle recruited a committee to handle 
fund-raising; they also established committees 
to deal with the hands-on aspects of the build- 
ing—engaging volunteers, providing tools, buy- 
ing materials, making food, caring for children 
during the construction, and co-ordinating the 
help of smaller hands. 

Initially, the project’s estimated budget of 
$40,000 brought some criticism from members of 
the Andover community at large. At one point, 
the School Committee was asked by a parent to 
make sure that the projected figure did not ex- 
ceed state or local regulations for school-based 
projects. 

Seemingly oblivious to these small waves, the 
parents raised the money. The PTO held a car- 
nival. Project participants sold T-shirts; they 
drummed up food donations from a wealth of 
generous local establishments. They held an 
auction. They encouraged students and friends 

buy a board”’ on the playground for a three- 
dollar donation 

At last, on Thursday, Sept. 18, 175 volunteers 
and two professional foremen from Robert 
Leathers’ company showed up to begin what 
was scheduled to be a four-day period of build- 
ing. 

Men and women sawed and sanded and 
drilled. Babies drooled on the laps of volunteer 
sitters as pre-schoolers pasted chains and 
watched jugglers and clowns. Older children 
sanded planks. Students from the Vocational 
Technical Institute hefted 1000 feet of utility 
poles into holes dug by workers from the electric 
and telephone companies. Crews hauled approx- 
imately 120,000 board feet of lumber into posi- 
tion on a bed of 220 tons of finely-crushed stone. 
And, in the midst of the chaos, volunteers as- 
sembled meals from donated foods for the build- 
ers and their charges in a nearby tent. 

By Saturday, the building team had increased 
in number to approximately 460. Town workers 
did their share; Phillips Academy and Andover 
High School students joined in. A crew of Navy

Seabees added their expertise. ‘‘We had paren- 
ts, Bancroft almuni from the junior high school, 
grandparents—we had people who didn’t even 
have students at Bancroft who heard that we 
needed help and came,”’ said Alexander. 


The exercise in community spirit went beyond 
the community. On Friday, for example, Prud- 
den found himself short by a 14foot pole. He 
called project workers for Leathers’ Sudbury 
playground; they had an extra pole—but they 
were missing another piece of material. They 
arranged an exchange. 

By late Sunday—9:30 or 10:00 p.m.—workers 
toiling under the Fire Department’s temporary 
lighting set the last bolts. It was finished: the 
Dragon’s Lair had become a reality. 

The field at Bancroft had become a wooden 
fantasy land. Although organizers are not yet 
certain of the total cost of the project—final bills 
for all materials have not been fully tallied and 
borrowed equipment must be checked to deter- 
mine if any repairs or replacements will be 
needed—one coordinator estimated that the 
structure cost between the targeted $40,000 and 
$45,000. ‘“‘Temporary’’ Chairman Peter Prudden 
considers the price a bargain; he feels that pay- 
ing for the help that was volunteered would have 
cost $200,000 - $300,000. 

The list of credits for the Dragon’s Lair would 
probably be too long to publish, but participants 
deemed John LaVoie the opening day Most 
Valuable Player for a number of reasons. It was 
LaVoie, they said, who brought some 70 Voc 
Tech students and eight instructors into the pic- 
ture. It was LaVoie who lent many of the tools to 
the amateurs who wielded them. It was LaVoie 
who convinced the owner of Jackson Lumber to 
open on Sunday for the last few late purchases 
that made the project complete. 

Alexander has nothing but praise for all the 
volunteers who lent their hours and hours of 
time to the planning and building of The Drag- 
on’s Lair. ‘‘Not often do parents have the oppor- 
tunity to give their children a gift the size of 
this,’’ she said 

She added that the playground is intended for 
the use of the whole community, not just Ban- 
croft. In fact, by mid-day Monday, a group of 
pre-schoolers in town had already signed up for 
a field trip to visit the marvelous castle of the 
dragon.

Personnel Actions Approved 


At the School Committee meeting held Sept. 9, 
numerous personnel actions were taken.The 
first matter of business was for the committee 
to approve all personnel actions taken over the 
summer by the Superintendent’s office. All were 
approved except for the election of Mary French 
to Pupil Personnel Administrator, the subject of 
much heated debate, and the retirement of Nora 
T. Harrison. 

Harrison, a West Junior High English teacher, 
asked that the committee not act on her retire- 
ment until she is granted ‘‘a hearing in exec- 
utive session.’’ She sent a letter to chairman 
Michael Giammusso making the request last 
week, but stated that she had received no reply. 
Giammusso explained that he did not receive 
the letter until the Saturday before the meeting, 
and that a response was already on the way to 
her. 

Robb agreed that it may be better to defer the 
vote temporarily, but the board was concerned 
with having the position filled in the meantime. 
Superintendent Kenneth Seifert explained that 
since the “‘intent to retire was serious,”’ he had 
already found a replacement for Mrs. Harrison, 
so a temporary delay would not affect the 
school. 

The administration then informed the com- 
mittee on the opening of the schools and on en- 
rollment and staffing. Seifert commented that 
the opening of the schools ‘‘certainly went more 
smoothly than tonight’s personnel actions.”’ 

Assistant Superintendent of Secondary 
Schools Leslie Loomis commented that a de- 
crease of 137 students enrolled allowed the ad- 
ministration to put teachers into leadership 
roles without changing the student/teacher ra- 
tios. Loomis informed the board that there are 
two positions that remained open at the time of 
the meeting. Both openings, one as industrial 
arts teacher and the other as permanent substi- 
tute English teacher, were the result of last min- 
ute resignations. 

Assistant Superintendent of Elementary 
Schools Lois Haslam explained that she found 
great interest among the teachers in the lead- 
ership and Horace Mann positions as well as 
great overall enthusiasm, especially in new staff 
members. Haslam also noted an increased en- 
rollment despite a decline in the number of

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Family Asks Board Rescind 


Payment For Land Taking 


By Susan K. O’Neill 


When the state cut through Andover in 1958 to build 
Route 93, it divided the farm land that Elizabeth Fitzpa- 
trick’s father had bought in 1922 into two parcels. The 
farmhouse and seven acres of land sat on one side of the 
highway; a remaining 58-acre parcel sat on the other. 

The larger parcel was land-locked by the highway, 
sandwiched between neighbors without a clear access to 
the outside world. 

For years, the Andover Conservation Commission of- 
fered to buy the land from the Boloians, Fitzpatrick’s 
family, because it lay in the heart of the Fish Brook water 
shed. For years, the family declined the offer. 

At last, the town placed the parcel on the Town Meeting 
warrant as a prospect for taking by eminent domain. It 
was, town officials assured the family, a formality; it al- 
lowed the town to negotiate with the owners for a fair 
market price. The town never really took land. 

The family did not fight the article; it was approved. 
The Boloians and the town negotiated for a sale. 

More than a year passed. Then, recently, Fitzpatrick 
received a check from the town that indicated that the 
land would be taken. In it was a check for $48,000, a pro 
tanto payment for the Boloian parcel. 

Monday night, she and Atty. Richard Asoian of Asoian & 
Tully, Andover, appeared before the selectmen to ask that 
the board rescind the approval for the land taking. At the 
heart of the issue lay a distinct difference of opinion be- 
tween the family and the town concerning the value of the 
land. 

‘‘We didn’t expect to get what we would from a private 
developer,”’ said Fitzpatrick, ‘‘but we thought we were 
pretty close to a price.”’ Then, she said, she had been 
surprised to receive the check for $48,000—for land that 
she had been advised was worth $360,000. ‘‘Had we known 
this would be the case,’’ she said, ‘“‘we would probably 
have fought it on the floor of Town Meeting at the time.”’ 

Attorney Asoian told the board that the family had tried 
to go along with the town in not fighting the approval; 
they clearly preferred to give the land to the town rather 
than to a private developer. They had negotiated in good 
faith. ‘‘This is why it really sticks in their craw at this 
time,” he said. ‘‘All they wanted was a reasonable price— 
and that reasonable price should have been fair market 
value at the time.”’ 

Fitzpatrick described the land as being crossed by the 
brook, but ‘‘not totally wet.”’ 

Town Manager Kenneth Mahony explained that pro tan- 
to payment was a step in land-taking, not a final move; it 
protected the town’s position by preventing owners from 
combining parcels with their neighbors or considering 
other offers. Even at this point, the town could opt to drop 
its interest in the land. 

‘‘We have not taken the land,”’ he said. 

Nor had the town placed a value of $48,000 on the land 
with the payment, he added. A pro tanto payment reflects 
a percentage of the value, as determined by qualified 

issessors. Mahony added that the town had garnered two 
such appraisals, both of which placed the value of the land 
n the range of 70 to 80 thousand dollars

‘‘We feel we should pay fair market value on this,” he 
said, ‘‘whether it’s $300,000 or $125,000 or whatever.’’ He 
added that he was still trying to find some concrete proof 
of the land’s value, and that, in the attempt, he had found 
nothing to indicate that the figure cited by Fitzpatrick was 
accurate. 

‘“This,’”’ he added, indicating the board room, “‘is not the 
place to negotiate.”’ 

While he also maintained that the subject should not be 
discussed further in a public forum because of the poten- 
tial for litigation, Selectman John Scileppi expressed his 
concern that the Boloians had apparently been discour- 
aged from making their objections known before the Town 
Meeting assembly at the time the taking was approved. 
‘You had the same option to raise the same argument as 
the Garabedians did at the last town meeting,” he said, 
referring to another family that had successfully fought 
approval. ‘“‘You should have the option to make the same 
plea.’’ He asked Asoian why appraisal figures for the town 
and the family varied so greatly. 

Atty. Asoian answered that the town’s appraisal of the 
land was low because it was viewing the parcel as land- 
locked. 

According to Asoian, Fitzpatrick had received her fig- 
ure in 1985 from a representative of the Conservation 
Committee. At the time, he said, the Boloian land was 
being considered for private development as one of a 
three-parcel, non-landlocked package. Asoian said that 
the commission had hired an appraiser to arrive at the 
figure of $360,000, and had indicated that the town would 
take it at that price. 

Ultimately, said Asoian, the family decided to sell to the 
town as a single parcel. After the breakup of the alliance, 
the neighboring parcels were also approved, individually, 
for land taking by the town meeting assembly. 

Contacted after the meeting, Mahony explained that the 
Boloian land is ‘‘extremely vital’’ to the town’s plans for 
protection of its water supply. ‘‘Its highest, best use is the 
preservation of the watershed,” he said. “‘I think they (the 
family) agree with me.”’ 

He maintained, however, that it is indeed a landlocked 
parcel, and that it could not be viewed for its development 
potential because, in its landlocked position and with its 
preponderance of wetlands, it would not be easily devel- 
oped. 

He said that the family had had ample time to contract 
with neighboring landowners to secure a right-of-way,

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Bancroft Crossing Guard OK 


But No One Is Available

Although the Board of Selectmen 
agreed with parents on Monday night 
that the walk from Salem Street to the 
Bancroft School is hazardous for their 
children, they were forced to concede 
that their vote to remedy a perilous traf- 
fic situation at Bancroft Road might 
mean little more than a few encouraging 
words. 

The shadow that falls between the mo- 
tion and the act, as explained by Town 
Manager Kenneth Mahony, is the town’s 
inability to recruit crossing guards. ‘‘We 
are currently down two from our staff of 
crossing guards,’ he told the board, 


‘“‘and we have been unable to recruit re- 
placements.” 

According to Mahony, guards are paid 
at a rate of slightly more than eight dol- 
lars per hour for their time on duty. The 
brevity of that time, however, makes the 
work less than profitable. 

“It seems to me we’re going to have to 
create an incentive to get crossing 
guards,”’ said Selectman William Dal- 
ton. ‘If that means we're going to have 
to pay a few extra bucks, we’re going to 
have to pay a few extra bucks.”’ 

Mahony said that the situation could 
not be addressed so simply; in past at-

tempts to fill positions, the money did not 
seem to provide a very effective incen- 
tive. ‘‘Since we have that T.V. going,”’ he 
added, nodding toward the cable tele- 
vision camera in the room, ‘“‘let’s plead 
for crossing guards.” 

Since no guard has been posted pre- 
viously at the site, the request by con- 
cerned parents for traffic direction at the 
intersection of Bancroft Road and South 
Main Street would increase the present 
guard shortage to three. According to 
Deborah Martin of Salem Street, the in- 
tersection experiences a heavy—and of- 
ten fast-paced—traffic flow of parents 
who drive their children to school. ‘‘We 
really feel that this presents quite a dan- 
ger to the children, many of whom are 
young,” she said. 

In addition to the guard posting, Mar- 
tin also recommended, on behalf of the 
parents, that the town designate Ban- 
croft Road a school zone and install 
flashing lights. 

She also asked that sidewalks be built 
on an area of the road where they are 
now lacking. 


Mahony agreed with most of the rec- . 


ommendations. He said, however, that 
sidewalk improvements might add little 
to the solution of the problem. Because 
the town is unable to clear all of its side- 
walks of snow, he said, children would 
probably walk in the street during the 
winter, when the weather is even more 
treacherous for drivers. 

“The problem,”’ said Mahony, ‘“‘is the 
drivers themselves—not that they’re 
reckless or anything. They’re dropping 
their children off; they’re done, and they 
want to get out and get where they’re 
Zong. 

Marshall Darling of Stevens Street 
Suggested recruiting guards from the 
older population, including senior citi- 
zens. 

Mahony said that individuals who are 
stricken with mobility or arthritic prob- 
would not be equipped to handle the 
job. 

“Obviously, you look for someone who 
isn’t,” said Darling. 

Having been informed that school 
buses could handle the sector of the stu-

Planners Reluctantly 
Grant Subdivision

At Tuesday’s meeting, the Planning 
Board gave its unanimous but reluctant 
approval to definitive plans for ‘Spencer 
Court,” a 12-acre cluster subdivision to 
be located off High Plain Road. 

Chairman Michael Houghton prefaced 
his vote by commenting that he did not 
feel entirely comfortable dealing with 
the piece of ‘‘marginal’’ land. However, 
he noted, because of its nature, the par- 
cel had been studied more extensively 
than many that had been approved in the 
past. It was an example of the only type 
of land left in Andover to be developed, 
he said—and, with the present market 
conditions, such land would be devel- 
oped. 


He commended the staff on the time 
and effort they had spent in working with 
the project’s developers and engineers. 

The vote was 40, with Planner Paul 
Curley absent. 

At a public hearing earlier this month, 
many of the project’s abutters had 
roundly criticized it because they felt it 
would increase drainage problems in an 
already wet area. They also felt that the 
subdivision would present a significant 
safety hazard to pedestrians and drivers 
on the already unsafe High Plain Road, 
and that the use of several dump trucks 


over a long period of time to haul 3900 
cubic yards of fill onto the site would 
prove especially dangerous for the chil- 
dren who walk to West Elementary 
School on the road 

In an attempt to address these and oth- 
er issues, the planning staff added a list 
of 27 conditions to the approval of the 
plans. These included such safety mea- 
sures as the limitation of hauling to a 9 
a.m. to 2 p.m. schedule ( weekdays only 
the routing of trucks to avoid the front of 
the school, and the installation of a side- 
walk on the east side of the subdivision 
road, from the cul-de-sac to High Plain 
Road. 

Physical Planner Steven Colyer added 
that the staff and the project’s engineers 
had worked together to develop an effec- 
tive drainage system. The lower end of 
the subdivision, three lots on the cul-de- 
sac, were a particular focus of concern, 
he said. ‘‘With sensitive work by the de- 
veloper, especially on these back three 
lots, drainage problems could probably 
be controlled,’’ he said. 

Recalling the public hearing, Board 
Member Carl Byers mused, ‘‘Now, the 
residents—this is it; they don’t have any 
more shots at it?’’ 

“Not unless they appeal the board's

dent population now walking from the 
Salem Street area, Selectman Donn 
Byrne recommended that parents have 
their children bused to school until a 
crossing guard could be found. 

Selectman John Scileppi objected. 
“That’s putting the problem back on the 
parents,”’ he said. He added that enforc- 
ing busing as a temporary solution might 
further delay the procurement of a 
guard. 

“I’m merely saying, it would be a 
shame to risk these children when 
there’s a safe means of transportation 
available,’’ countered Byrne. 

A Salem Street resident explained that 
the bus arrives at his stop at 8 a.m.—45 
minutes before school starts. ‘‘The tim- 
ing of it is way out of sync,”’ he said. He 
asked for a clarification: was the meet- 
ing saying, ‘‘Yes, there is a slot for a 
guard being created?”’ 

‘“Yes,”’ answered Chairman Charles 
Wesson. 

At Monday’s meeting, the board also: 

¢ voted to issue stickers for all-day 
parking to library workers, for use in 
their new parking lot once it is com- 
pleted—probably in mid-November. The 
vote included a provision for one-hour 
meters for library patrons on the lot. 

Selectman William Dalton also sug- 
gested posting a sign warning patrons 
that the meters will be enforced until the 
library’s closing hours. ‘‘That’s not so 
for the other town meters, right?” he 
asked Town Manager Kenneth Mahony. 

Mahony stated that meters in the town 
lots were, indeed, not enforced after 5 
p.m. “I haven’t posted anything about 
it,” he added, provoking laughter from 
the assembly. 

Discussing the less-than-lightening 
speed with which the entire library pro- 
ject is being completed, Selectman Donn 
Byrne commented, ‘‘You could build the 
pyramids manually in the time it’s tak- 
ing to build that project.’’ 

Mahony agreed that the pace was 
slow—but added that he felt it was better 
to do the job correctly, if slowly, than to 
have to correct mistakes due to hasty 
building after the project was done. 

* voted unanimously to legitimatize the 
existing parking pattern on Brook Street. 
According to town records, parking on 
either side of the street is prohibited. The 
vote allows parking to continue, without 
penalty, on the north side. 

* reiterated that Andover, working 
from a combined grant with North And- 
over, will be sponsoring a collection of 
household hazardous wastes on Satur- 
day, Oct. 4, at Merrimack College.

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"Wastin Bow To Lowell, 21-6

Lowell High School continued its football hex over And- 
over, the Red Raiders scoring twice early and then throw- 
ing up a strong defense en route to a 21-4 Merrimack 
Valley Conference triumph over the Golden Warriors last 
Friday night at Lovely Field. 

A crowd in excess of 1,000 watched Andover’s 1986 Fri- 
day night home debut. 

The loss squared AHS’ overall record at 1-1-0, following 
an opening 14-0 triumph against Lawrence High, while 
Lowell also stands at 1-0. 

Lowell unleashed a 280-yard ground attack, led by Scott 
Ogden’s 170 yards in 28 caries, and their defense limited 
the Golden Warriors to an uncharacteristic 20 yards pass- 
ing on just 1-for-8 through the air. 

Early Strike 

Lowell grabbed a 6-0 lead before most of the fans had a 
chance to settle in their seats. 

Andover’s first possession featured a first-down bomb 
from Gus Duffy to John Perry that fell incomplete, a 
three-yard run by Devon Arsenault and a four-yard sack 
of Duff be defensive tackle Mike Brown. That forced a 
Duffy punt that was fielded cleanly by single safety Matt 
Donovan. He found daylight up the middle and then zig- 
zagged his way 61 yards for a touchdown. 

Jamie Clarke and Brian Costello broke through to block 
placekicker Bill Janes’ attempted extra point, but with a 
mere 1:41 gone Lowell enjoyed a 6-0 edge. 

Mike Klinger returned the subsequent kickoff 23 yards 
to the Golden Warriors’ 39 and Andover started to move as 
Capt. Duffy ripped off 18 yards of turf, Capt. Steve Red- 
gate added five to the LHS 38 and Arsenault cruised 20 
yards. But, a fumble killed the threat, sophomore de- 
fensive end Dave Slattery covering the loose ball at the 
Lowell 13. 

The Red Raiders proceeded to drive 87 yards in 11 plays 
for their second TD, increasing the spread to 13-0 at 7:37. 

Ogden, after being stopped for no gain, chewed up 43 
yards in five carries during the march. 

QB Janes fotind Tom Lafferty for a 19-yard gain along 
the way and fire hydrant Joe Ferreira clicked off runs of 
6, 9 and 8 yards. 

Ferreira knifed across from the two to score what 
proved to be the winning touchdown and Janes split the 
uprights with the conversion. 

Frustration 

Redgate christened the Golden Warriors’ next drive 
with a 21-yard jaunt, but the march fizzled near midfield 
with Duffy again forced to punt. Donovan almost broke 
another one, moving 15 yards to the 32, and the first quar- 


into the second quarter linebacker Rich Bourdelais inter- 
cepted a Janes’ pass intended for Ogden at the AHS 29. 

The only other serious bid of the opening half belonged 
to Lowell, Janes uncorking a 31-yard pass to Capt. Dave 
Donahue at the Andover 21 on the final play. 

The second half almost started on a downer for the frus- 
trated Golden Warriors as Lowell’s Dave Sancartier gath- 
ered in Duffy’s kickoff and motored 88 yards for an 
apparent touchdown. The play was called all the way back 
to the LHS 24-yard line by a holding penalty, but that just 
prolonged Andover’s agony as the city crew marched 76 
yards in 12 plays for their final score. 

Ogden highlighted the trek with eight carries for 69 
yards, including the drive-capping one-yard plunge. 

Janes rolled out right and dove to paydirt for the two- 
point conversion and a 21-0 lead for the dominant Lowell 


squad. 

Coach Dick Collins’ club took the ensuing kickoff and 
cruised 67 yards in 11 plays for its lone touchdown. Key 
plays in the surge were a 14-yard keeper by Duffy, an 11- 
yard gain on a pitchout by Arsenault and a 21-yard pass 
from Duffy to Perry with the latter making a fine finger- 
tip grab in traffic. Duffy also reeled off seven and six-yard 
runs and the payoff was a two-yard burst by Arsenault. 

The touchdown was Arsenault’s second of the young 
season, but the conversion failed when Duffy’s pass to 
Perry went astray. 

Lowell mounted one last threat in the closing minutes, 
riding a 31-yard scamper by Ferreira and several short 
runs by Ogden to a first down inside the Warriors’ 10-yard 
line. The drive self-destructed, however, when Janes (2- 
for-7) fired a pair of incomplete passes in the endzone. 

Wrap Up 

Lowell managed statistical edges in virtually every ma- 
jor category, including first downs (16-6), yards rushing 
(280-136), yards passing (50-21) total yardage from scrim- 
mage (330-157) and scrimmage plays (59-40). 

Ferreira followed Ogden in the rushing parade with 94 
yards in 16 carries. 

Duffy paced the Golden Warriors’ ground game with 49 
yard in 10 lugs, Arsenault added 47 in eight carries and

Assistant Superintendent Leslie 
Loomis informed the school committee 
Tuesday that it had not been possible to 
fill the open Industrial Arts position. He 
explained that students are being 
rescheduled to other practical arts 
classes that will allow them to obtain 
graduation credits since five courses 
have had to be cancelled for lack of an 
instructor. 

Loomis commented that it may not be 
possible to continue the courses in the 
future for not only lack of a qualified 
instructor, but lack of interest. The 
courses, at least temporarily eliminated, 
include technical drawing, electricity, 
woodshop I and II, graphics and video 
production 

Committeeman Richard Neal 
expressed concern that it would no 
longer be possible for students ‘‘‘to 
follow that path’ in industrail arts. 
Loomis explained that he could not 
justify keeping the classes due to lack of 
interest. He commented that it may be 
possible to consolidate at the junior high 
level and have some instructors move 
over to the high school temporarily to 
keep the program alive. 

Susan Poore, committee member, 
stated that the graphics, electricity, and 
technical drawing courses were also of 
interest to college bound students, and

felt that they should be continued if at all 
possible. 

According to Superintendent Kenneth 
Seifert, 20 percent of Andover students 
do not go on to college, but with the 
elimination of the industrial arts 
courses, ‘‘we really have a college 
preparatory school...we’d like to keep 
these going’ but the number of 
interested students is quite low. He 
stated that there be an examination of 
the ‘“‘basic mission of the Andver School 
system, with emphasis on secondary 
schools,”’ in order to address the needs of 
the 20 percent of students who do not go 
on to college. 

Committee Chairman Michael 
Giammusso requested that the 
administration save as many courses as 
possible by transfering instructors from 
West Junior High. Poore then asked the 
administration to return with a proposal 
of how the preblem can be dealt with in 
the long term. 

In addition to voting in favor of the 
election of Mary French to the position of 


Pupil Personnel Administrator, the 
committee voted in favor of 24 
appointments to extra-curricular 


postions and 16 appointments to winter 
coaching poitions. Two positions, Junior 
Varsity Hockey Coach and Girls 


Gymnastics Coach, have yet to be filled.

The school administration also 
presented student/teacher ratios to the 
committee, stating that they are the best 
in years. Assistant Superintendent Leslie 
Loomis said that ratios at the secondary 
school level are ‘‘hovering around 20 
students per teacher”’ and that ‘‘these 
ratios create a real opportunity for us.”’ 

Committee member Susan Poore 
questioned Loomis about the ratios in 
science labs where there were, at one 
time, more students per class than there 
were lab stations. Both Loomis and 
Assistant High School Principal Steve 
Richardson agreed that “lab size is 
definitely in good shape.” 


Committeeman David Birnbach asked 
that he be allowed to make a 
presentation to the rest of the committee 
and the administration regarding the 
computer program at some point in the 
near future. He explained that the 
presentation would strictly be a 
discussion item. He also expressed 
concern that there is $75,000 in funding 
available for the computer program that 
is not part of the regular budget and 
must be used by the end of the year, or it 
will be lost. 

Superintendent Seifert commented 
that Birnbach has made presentations to 
the Computer Advisory Committee in the
